WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Plans for a 


mllitarv government for the Panama canal 
zone, modeled after that of Gtberaltar are 
now being drawn by the war department. 


According to these1 plans, between 5000 


and 8000 troops are to be stationed per- 
manently in the zone. 
The fortresses 


guardlnK tha ends of the canal will be 
made the most powerful In the woild. 


In recognition of the fact that a mili- 


tary governor can best administer the 
functions of such a government, it is 
tlie purpose of the department to rec- 
ommend that Colonel Goethals, now In 
charge of the canal work, be advanced to 
the rank of major-genera! and be placed 
in supreme command. 


General William Crozler, chief of the 


bureau of ordnance, stated that by the use 
of fourteen-inch suns emplaced on Fiam- 
encor island in Panama harbor It will be 
possible to reach >an enemy seventeen 
cilles distant from the nrst lock of the 
canal. The fourteen-lnch sun has a pene- 
trating range of ten miles and Flamenco 
Island is sex-en' miles from Miraflores 
lock. 
• 


Eight fourteen-lnch guns will be located 


at the western end of the canal, together 
with twenty twelve-inch mortars which 
throw shells eight and a half miles. The 
zone redoubts are to be built of a peculiar 
kind of artificial stone, tested at Sandy 
Hook .and found to have the resistance, 
in the' thickness used, of about seventeen 
inches of steel. Similar protection will 
be provided at the east end of the canal. 
Both entrances to be mined.

ipation of an allowance by Congress of 
the war department's estimate of $1,350,- 
000 for the Joint maneu\ers next summer 
of the regular array and the organized 
militia, Brigadier-General Evans, chief 
of the division of militia affairs, lias just 
communicated with the adjutant-generals 
of Calliornia, Oregon, Washington. Ida- 
ho, Arizona, Mew Mexico and Utah defi- 
nitely to ascertain the number and the 
kind of troops each State will be able 
to furnish. 
The small appropriation available for 
the transportation of the regular troops 
limits, the number that can take part, 
but the war department is hopeful that 
it can lind a wa/ later to increase the 
number, perhaps by asking the Gover- 
nors, of the states mentioned to call upon 
their legislatures to supplement the funds 
supplied by the national treasury. 
On the Pacific coast the purpose is to 
establish two maneuver camps, one near 
San Francisco, the other in the Puget 
louud region. The first mentioned camp 
will be manned by 
regulars from the 


>resldlos of San Francisco and Monterey, 
with the militia of California, Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona and possibly New Mexico, 
and the last will be supplied with reg- 
ilar troops from Vancouver barracks, 
Boise barracks, Forts George. 
Wright 
and Lawton, re-enforced by the National 
Juard of Oregon, Washington, Idaho and 
Montana. 


MURRAY IN CHARGE. 


Both camps nominally will be com- 
manded by Major General Arthur Mur- 
ray, commanding the Pacific division, but 
each will be directly under its depart- 
ment commander, Brigadier General D. 
3. Brush, in California ana

In each camp there will be two con- 
tending arnUss, each composed of a re- 
enforced brigade, of both regulars and 
militia.

It is like tilting at a 
windmill to argue with a man riding a hobby, but at the risk of 
being tedious we will offer another \\ord on the subject. At vast 
pains, the Mail piles up a mass of assumptions and erroneous state- 
ments to prove that Shakespeare did not write the plays, but it 
nowhere offers a shred of proof that Bacon did. It assumes that 
the author of the plays must have been able to read French, Latin 
and Greek, when such is not the fact. The Latin in the plays is 
poor, showing a lack of scholarship. Shakespeare knew some Latin 
and perhaps some Greek—any schooling in his day meant study of 
the classics. Bacon was a finished Latin scholar. 


There is no credible authority for the statement that Shake- 


speare was illiterate, nor that he was a butcher's apprentice, or that 
he was a servant in a theater. His father belonged to the gentry 
class and had his coat of arms. What his scholastic acquirements 
were nobody knows, 


Shakespeare played with his own company before the court of 


Queen Elizabeth. 
London was a small place in his day, and the 


educated "cfrcle was extremely limited. Shakespeare moved in that 
circle, and associated on terms of equality with the greatest literary 
artists of his time, none of whom doubted that«he wrote the plays 
On this head the Mail says: 


"In September, 1592, Robert Greeiie, a dramatist, had died in 


penury; and shoitly before his death he had written his pamphlet, 
"A Groatsworth of Wit," in which he appealed to three playw riters 
of his acquaintance to desist from dramatic work; and incidentally 
spoke of Shakespeare as an actor wKo had plagiarized their and his 
lines. The three .'writers took'offense at Chettle for/having pub- 
lished this work, and he replied vthat with two of them'he xvas not 
even acquainted, and^hat with'one of^these two he had no^desire^to 
be, but a's to the third he was 'sorry as if the original fault (writing 
the pamphlet) "had been rhy^own,' etc." These particular lines do 
not refer to Shakespeare in any way, and the most cursory reading 
ought to show anyone that they do not. They refer to the third 
of the three dramatic writers—a'll well-known, to whom Greene ad- 
dressed his admonition, and who all took offense at Chettle, the 
printer. And yet, in'so plain and indisputable a matter as this, the 
most learned of the Shakespearean editors have gone on repeating 
these lines as proof positive that Shakespeare was writing plays in 
1592; when they cay no such thing; and prove, if they prove any- 
thing at all,'-that Shakspeare, the actor, was using the material of 
different playwrights without their consent." 


Robert Greene died in 1592 arid'Christopher Marlowe was killed 


in 1593. 
Philip Massinger and Ben Jonson outlived Shakespeare. 


These men were all scholars, poets and playwrights and associates 
of-Shakespeare, and^Bacon as well. All of them accepted Shake- 
speare's claim to authorship without reservation, although Greene 
and Jonson-accused him a being a plagiarist—which he was in some 
sense, for he worked over old plays and romances and probably used 
lines from some of his contemporary artists. Ernest JRhys, one of 
the foremost of Shakespearean scholars, undertakes to show line 
in Shakespeare's plays taken from Greene, Marlowe'and Jonson. In 
Rhys' opinion Marlowe helped Shakespeare and to some extent col- 
Uborated-with him,—which is quite likely. 


But the fact-remains, that Greene, Marlowe, Massinger,and Jon- 


ton put together did not produce anything comparable to what 
Shakespeare has handed down to us. Their=complaints that Shake- 
•peare stole from them, whether true or false, are of small conse- 


, quence in estimating the value pf Shakespeare's work., They knew 


him intimately—and they knew' Bacon—-and it never occurred to 
(hem tthat Shakespeare was too illiterate to write the~ plays and 
poema~he put forth. That never occurred to anybody till Shake- 
•peare had been dead two hundred years. If personal-associates of 
Shakespeare—men who were scholars, poets and dramatists, who 


t 


made literature a profession and the stage a study—did not question 
his authorship, it ill becomes people who know nothing about him 
to deny him the laurels freely accorded to him in life by men ac- 


,>-<juainted with the facts and competent to judge. 


? 
But again, what's the use? Shakespeare is dead and Colonel 


Dunk McPherson is still living and writing such poetry as the work 
never saw before; he is still singing like a martingale where the San 
Lorenzo laves the silvery sands of Santa Cruz and the bullfrog in 
the bullrushes warbles a love song to the- owl in the redwood? an<3 
the tomcatfish moons to his mate in the dark lagoon. Here is life 
here is poetry, here is the cream of literature—the lyre of Apollo 
and the whiskers of Pan—let Phi! Francis look upon them and quit 
delving among the tombs in a vain effort to rub out old epitaphs 
tnd gild treachery and infamy with an undeserved fame. 


Because Ben Jonson survived William Shakespeare by some 


seventeen years, the Stockton Mail insists that the Bard of Avon 
did not write Jonson's epitaph. Nevertheless he did. What Shake- 
apeare said in playful admiration of Jonson was inscribed on Jon- 
ion's tomb. There is no authority for saying Jonson wrote Shake-

THE AMIABLE MAN 


An Apocryphal War Claim.

A bill has been introduced in Congress to pay the alleged losses 


suffered by a lieutenant in the Union Army during the Civil War. 
He was captured in South Carolina in 1865, and alleges that the 
following articles were taken from him by his captors: A horse, 
saddle, bridle, sabre, boots, pants and $1000 in currency.' As proof 
of his losses he submits the record of his capture and his word that 
the property he says was taken from him belonged to him person- 
ally. 


The Congressman who presented the "claim says the claimant is 


old and poor and sadly needs the money. No doubt, but if claims 
of this kind are to be allowed, where will they stop? How is the 
government to be protected from imposition? What limit is to be 
placed on the money a soldier had in his pockets w,hen captured? 


In war the horse of a captured mounted man is, confiscated 


whether it belongs to him personally or the government.,. His arms 
are also confiscated. Such equipment as bridle and saddle are usu- 
ally furnished by the government. A soldier in the field carries 
large sums of money on his person at his own peril. This claimant 
appears to have had an unusually Jarge amount of ready cash for 
an officer of his rank. What was he doing with such a sum—$1000 
precisely, mark you—while actively campaigning? 


But dismissing the inherent improbabilities of his story, it is evi- 


dent that allowing such claims would at once open the door to all 
kinds of fraud, against which the government would have no pro- 
tection. 
The affidavit of a claimant and a complaisant Congress- 


man would at any time be sufficient to mulct the government for 
all sorts of sums. It would develop that the Rebels usually cap_- 
tured men with an astounding amount of wealth on their persons. 
The prisoners they took would have been loaded down with money. 


» Is it not about time to bar out all further claims originating in 


the Civil War? It is now nearly forty-seven years since that strug- 
gle ended, yet each Congress has a fresh set of claims presented for 
losses alleged to have been sustained by loyal men while the war 
was going on. They come in an unending procession, and will con- 
tinue to come as long as Congress gives them favorable considera- 
tion. Is it not about time to put an end to the whole business-?

IT IS RUMORED 


UAST APPEAL. 


On a writ of error, Qppenheiraer's final 
appeal against his sentence to 
capital 
punishment is now before 
tlie United 
States Supreme Court. His plea Is that 
the special law passed by the State leg- 
islature in 1901 on which he is sentenced 
to death, is unconstitutional. 
The Supreme Court, in deciding 
the 
case of .Tames Pindley a few months ago, 
upheld the \alidity of the State law, 
which," 1>y the way, was passed with the 
sole purpose of dealing with Oppenheimer, 
whose unprecedented senes 
of 
crimes 
committed within the penitentiary, had 
puzzled the authorities. 
The constitutionality of the law already 
having been, upheld, it remains only for 
the court-to formally deny Oppenheim- 
er's -writ and his long fight for a new 
trial will be at an end, according to 
those familiar -with his case. 
Realizing that the end of his career 
las been reached and that tha day of 
Ills execution is in sight, Oppenheimer, 
'or the last month, has been attempting 
o complete the closing chapters of his 
ife story before he shall be summoned 
>y the hangman 
Alreadv he has penned 
tens of thousands of words, his desire for 
detail making the story a. voluminous 
narrative. 


TO BE LESSON. 


It is Oppenheimer's intention to make 
the life story a lesson in sociology as 
nell as. an account of his career. He re- 
ates in detail the evils of the present 
social system to which he attributes his 
downfall, 
and 
appeals 
to the 
world, 
through "the autobiography, to eliminate 
those pitfalls which caused him to be- 
coiue an arch criminal. - 
Oppenheimer begins his biography with 
his hfe at~the age of seven years, and 
tells of his experiences on entering a. 
messenger company's employ. Here his 
desire for minute detail first manifests 
itself and he relates his conversation both 
with the youths whom he met in the mes- 
senger company's employ and with the 
Persons for whom he ran errands. 
He tells o£ his first visits to opium 
dens and to the slums, where he entered 
as a. guileless lad and was induced by 
fiends to share their drugs. 
In this 
matter, says he, he became a drug user 
and was induced by drunkards to try 
liquor before he had re'ached the age 
of 12 years. 


TAUGHT TO STEAL. 


He narrates his conversation with older 
boys in the messenger service who taught 
him to steal from his employers, he says, 
and mocked him when he at first de- 
clined to embezzle from 
persons for 
whom he went on missions. 
Oppenheimer declares in his story that 
boys under the age of 21 years should 
not be permitted to work as messengers 
nor should minors be permitted to visit 
the denizens of the Barbary Coast or to 
enter places where opium is smoked. 
Another evil to which 
the 
"Human 
Tiger" attributes his downfall, is the 
Injurious influence of cheap novels. 
He 
declares that minors should be forbidden, 
to read yellow backs, and appeals to so- 
ciety to protect other youths from falling 
as ho did, by abolishing ths~ssle or print- 
ing of injurious novels. 
Oppenheimer, In proceeding 
chapters, 


tells of his first crime, the killing of 
Frank Wehe, superintendent of the mes- 
senger service. In the House of Correc- 
tions where he served 18 months for the 
shooting, he had various experiences and 
continues the narration of his criminal 
career, embuacing three murders, several 
robberies, and two murderous assaults. 
The "Human Tiger" does not 
gloat 
over his crimes. Neither does he try to 
excuse them. 
His main e«°rt In the 
life story is apparently to show the evils 
of society that caused him to fall and 
which he claims that society should rem- 


Though the story new contains tens of 
thousands of words, it 
Is incomplete. 
These will deal with Oppenheimer s oo- 
•ervations and life during the 13 years 
he has spent in solitary confinement in 
California penitentiaries. 
Opponhelmer 


Is striving to add the missing chapters 
that he may present to the world on the 
day of his execution, a story which he 
believes will be a lesson to society ana 
help materially to keop homeless youths 
off wayward paths.

Exemption from the civil service re- 


quirements governing city employes j 
may be extended to the secretaries of 
the various city councilmen and the 
Mayor, and to tha chief clerks In set"- 
eral denartments. If a resolution to 
be introduced Into the city council is 
passed tomorrow morning and re- 
ceives the approval of the civil service 
commission 
The matter will be taken 


under consideration by the council 
tomorrow morning. 


It is urged that the secretaries to 
the councilmen are especially to be 
regarded as confidential employes, in 
whom 
the greatest, qualification la 
that they shall be loyal and faithful 
to tho Immediate 
superior. 
These 


qualities are not necessarily Insured 
by civil service tests, but may be as- 
sured by tha Personal relation be- 
tween the commissioner and his clerk. 
It is argued that it would be bet- 
ter in such instances to leave the 
commissioner free to appoint whom 
he will, as he is directly responsible 
for the man under him, and should 
not be hampered in his choice by the 
rigid requirements of the efficiency 
department. 


The resolution has been submitted 
to City Attorney Ben F. Woolner, and 
will te formally Introduced tomor- 
row 
It provides that the council 
shall urge upon the civil service board 
that certain employes whose relation 
to the heads of departments is es- 
pecially that of private secretary shall 
be exempted by the civil service board 
from the requirements of civil service. 
The resolution, if passed, will be con- 
sidered by the civil service board at 
its regular meeting tomorrow night. 


Under the present method It is the 
custom, when a vacancy -occurs, for 
the councilman to ask for a certified 
list of those eligible for appointment 
to the position vacated. Three names 
are submitted, and from these he 
must pick his assistant. 


The councilraen urgre that it Is pos- 
sible that in the case of the appoint- 
ment by & councilman of his chief 
clerk or private secretary the three 
men eligible plan might not offer him 
sufficient leeway to obtain a. man who 
would be the confidential assistant 
required. It is not known what at- 
titude will be taken by the civil ser 
vice board toward the plan.

It was not, however, until Pasteur's 


epoch-making work on "Fermentation and 
Putrefaction" appeared that,Lister fully 
realized that tlw-formatlon of-pus was 
due to bacteria. He at,once set himself 
to apply the principles 'of antiseptics -to 
the treatment of wounds, the develop- 
ment of which has revolutionized modern 
•artery. 


Lord Lister was born In^Essex couty

doffed their clothes and, with the tem- 
perature but Httlo above zero, swam from 
stall to stall, cutting the horses' halters. 


Davey felt In a dead faint and wa^ 


rushed to a hospital, where It was said 
he had only a Blight chance of recovery 
The policemen, so cold they were unable 
to speak, ran all the way to their station, 
thawed out In tho boiler room and re- 
turned to the garage.
